Mayors Conference 
Ponders BART Crisis 


Rapid Transit and ihe gaso- 
line shortage, Alameda County 
mayors learned last Wednesday 
night at their meeting in Hay- 
ward, are much like the weath- 
er—everyone talks about it but 
there isn’t much that can be 
done. 

In fact, after Director George 
Silliman pleaded with the may- 
ors to advise the ‘board on 
how to cope with BART's 
$28 million operating deficit, the 
mayors did not vote on the mat- 
er. They asked Silliman to vote 
as he sees fit. 

After a long discussion and 
much grumbling about the long 
lines at gasoline stations and a 
presentation by attorney Sey- 
mour Rose, who represents 
about 80 per cent of the service 
station operators in Alameda 
county, mayors declined to take 
action. 

Albany Mayor Lewis M. How- 
ell expressed disappointment as 
he left the meeting. ‘‘We didn't 
do anything for the people,” 
he said. 

Alternatives for funding 
BART consist of continuing the 
half-cent sales tax in the partici- 
pating counties, raising fares to 
twice the present rate or using

Mayor Howell Directs Gas Crisi 
Meeting; Our Own Post Office? 


Albany City Councilmen cov- 
ered a lot of ground in their 30- 
minute session Monday night 
and wound up the meeting in a 
shouting match with a longtime 
critic. 

Most important items to most 
of Albany would be Mayor Lew- 
is M. Howell's directive to Ad- 
ministrative Officer James B. 
Turner to ask Albany Chamber 
of Commerce and Thousand 
Oaks Merchants’ association to 
call a meeting of gas station op- 
erators and interested persons 
in an effort to influence the sta- 
tions to stagger hours of busi- 
ness so more people can obtain 
gas and a decision to pursue the 
matter of obtaining a post of- 
fice for Albany. 

In explaining reasons for the 
gas meeting, Mayor Howell said 
many people because of their 
jobs are unable to get gas in 
the morning, adding those sell- 
ing gasoline are having a hard 
time and there is a shortage of 
gas. He said perhaps one sta- 
tion would remain open on Sun- 
day. 

Following reading of a hu- 
morous yet serious letter from 
Leon Rimov detailing examples 
of poor mail service, Council- 
men agreed the cost is up and 
the service is down. On motion 
of Councilman Joe Carlevaro, 
copies of Rimov’s letter will go 
to postal officials and Congress- 
man Ron Dellums and the idea 
of a local post office, not a 
branch of Berkeley, will be pur- 
sued. 

The ordinance amending the 
Home Occupation Ordinance 
passed on second reading and 
will be found in today’s ‘limes. 

Two claims against the city 
were denied ana referred to the 
insurance carrier and City At- 
torney Lawrence Saler, who has 
not returned following major 
surgery. Referred to the budget 
committee was the matter of 
legislative approval of five per 
cent increases in pensions, 
which Turner recommended for 
three retired Albany employees. 

Bids will be opened April 1 
for a new roof on the Commu- 
nity Center. Council approved 
hiring Katherine M. Bagley as 
part-time clerk typist in the Po- 
lice department, a vacancy cret- 
ated by the resignation of Elsie 
Sanchez.

Elliott stood his ground, 
questioning costs of trips to 
League of California Cities 
meetings, which are higher, he 
said, than comparable trips for 
members of the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

Carlevaro angrily told Elliott 
he had badgered the Board of 
Education and was trying to do 
the same to the Council. “It's 
been the same story for six 
years!” 

Call told Elliott expenditures 
are a matter of public record, 
they are published and budget 
hearings are open to the public. 

“That is the time to object, 
not a few weeks before elec 
tion,” Call said. 

Carlevaro asked Elliott what 
he wanted to. know. Elliott said 
he wants honest councilmen. At 
that point, Carlevaro angrily 
reminded Elliott of a deal in- 
volving him and the Carlevaros 
in which he, an encyclopedia 
salesman, “did not tell the 
truth.”

WHO DONE fT? 

“I don’t have to. You can’t 
prove it!” Does this sound like 
a school yard argument? 

It could also be some adults 
fighting over 
money. 

Consider 
Karen, who 
stored all her 
belongings in 
the Ace Ware- 
house. The 
warehouse had a full time se- 
curity guard, temperature con- 
trol and regular maintenance. 
It complied with all fire and 
safety regulations. 

One night the warehouse 
burned down. Karen lost all 
her stored property. “How 
about paying me for my loss?” 
she asked, Said the warehouse 
manager, “In a word, no.” Ka- 
ren sued. 

Ace Warehouse had no idea 
what caused the fire. The fire 
inspectors couldn’t find out, 
either. No one but the guard 
was there at the time. Ace 
claimed that it had exercised 
all reasonable care. 

The court ruled that Karen 
had not proved her case. True, 
she proved that she delivered 
the goods to the warehouse 
and that Ace took possession, 
It was then up to the ware- 
house to prove that it was not 
negligent. 

The warehouse showed there 
was no negligence on its part. 
Fires start in many ways. Ace 
need not pay Karen, 

A point to remember if 
you’re storing things: the 


warehouse is not an insurer 
Buy your own fire insurance 
in such a ease: its cost is low, 

You leave your car with, 
Tepairman, your watch fo 
cleaning or your clothes with 
the laundry. All these “bail. 
ees” must use “due care” jp 
take care of your property, 
But there is no duty to insure 
against every loss whats. 
ever. The “bailee” is not re 
sponsible for loss by some un. 
usual or extraordinary event 

In another case, a govern 
ment agency was promoting: 
fair and art show. Leonard 
put all his paintings on dig 
play. A thief broke in and stok 
some. Leonardo could no 
show that the exhibition com.
